THE BEING ACCELERATED 


By Taking of Several Lines 


of Teuton Trenches In 
Itometa Wood — British 
Announce Recapture of 
Contalmaison Which Was 
Taken By Them In the 
Initial Rush of Offensive. 


The following anent the 
general 


European war situation Is given out 
by the Associated Press from official 
reports from the several capitals: 


The British lines north of 
the 


Somme are gradually being brought 
up to a level with those of the 
French further south. 


London today announces the cap- 


ture of Contalmaison, marking no- 
table progress in the work of crush- 
ing in the German salient extending 
from Thiepval on the north to Mon- 
tauban on the south. 


This process has been further ac- 
celerated by taking of several lines 
• of German trenches in Mametz wood 


southwest of Montauben, while the 
struggle ot the British to regain pos- 
session of Trones wood in the Mon- 
tauban sector is continuing. 


The entire village of Montauban 


Is now in possession of the British, 
while the greater 
portion 
of 
the 


Mametz wood ia in their hands, the 
official statement asserts. 
Contal- 


maison was carried by the British in 
the initial rush of the offensive, but 
subsequently was lost. This time it 
has been 
held against 
a 
strong 


counter-attack nearly 500 additional 
prisoners and four pieces of artillery, 
including a heavy howitzer have been 
taken by the British troops. 


While the British were achieving 


these results the French forces on 
their right flank lapsed 
into mo- 


mentary Inactivity, after having yes- 
terday pushed to within a mile of 
Peronne, and captured a hill com- 
manding the Somme in this 
region. 


They have taken more 
than 1,300 


prisoners in the last two days. 


Oerman attacks at 
Verdun con- 


tinue. 
Paris reports the temporary 


success of one of the German charges 
in the vicinity of Fumine wood, but 
declares the Germans were 
imme- 


diately ejected from 
the 
advance 


trenches they had captured. 
Near Relllon, in Lorraine, German 


troops captured portions of French 
first line trenches on a 
200 
metre 


front. 
The Austro-Hunganan 
admiralty 


announces the sinking by the scout 
cruiser Novara of a fleet of four or 
five armored British patrol boats at 
the lower end of the Adriatic. 
Only 


nine members of the British crews 
were rescued. 


After the assault of last night the 


British remain in possession of Con- 
talmaison, holding it against Ger- 
man 
counter-attacks 
and 
furious 


shell 
fire. 
Fighting 
continued 


through the night from Ovillers and 
La Boiselle to Trones 
wood. The 


British, bombing their way forward, 
gained considerably in Mametz wood 
and took all except the point of the 
fiercely disputed pearshaped Trones 
wood, clearing the way with 
each 


step toward the German second lines 
on the ridges beyond. 
The infantry is at such close quar- 
ters in the woods that the guns on 
either side are firing at the first line 
for fear of killing their own men. 
Overhead shells are screaming past 
into the reserves, to keep assistance 
from those in the front positions.

It was announc- 
ed there that five hundred children 
fom New York City already have 
been deported.

1,000 persons were fined yesterday

Submarine's Feat, 


i 


When the Advocate posted an As- 


sociated Press bulletin Sunday night 
announcing that the 
German sub- 


marine 
Deutschland 
had 
reached 


Hampton Roads with 
an 
immense 


cargo of dyestuffs from Europe, in- 
terested groups gathered 
and dis- 


cussed this latest feat of German en- 
terprise and wonderworking. 
That 


the Germans scored a big hit by this 
wonderful exploit there is no doubt. 
It is only another illustration of the 
remarkable ingenunity of the Ger- 
man people, who since the beginning 
of the great war, has been busy not 
only on land but in the air and un- 
der the sea. At both ends of the 
long voyage the submarine mocked 
the vigilance of the English patrols. 


The coming of the submarine had 


been announced but the 
news 
was 


accepted with a "grain of salt" as 
many believed it to be impossible to 
cross the Atlantic with such a craft 
and with such a cargo—750 tons of 
valuable dyestuffs and chemicals to 
gay nothing of a vast amount of mail. 
And to make it more interesting is 
the announcement that this subma- 
rine is the largest vessel of the kind 
afloat. 


The New York World 
points out 


that within the past two years longer 
voyages have been taken by subma- 
rines of the warring nations, the av- 
erage run of German U boats operat- 
ing off the Irish 
coast, 
like 
that 


which sank 
the 
Lusitania, having 


reached two weeks. 
But, the World 


goes on to say, it is the nature of the 
Deutschland's errand, not the feat 
of crossing the Atlantic, that lends 
importance to its visit. 
If it came 


as a war vessel, its stay 
would 
be 


brief or it would be interned until 
the end of the war. If a 
ship of 


commerce, a submarine is 
free 
to 


come and go. at its own risk beyond 
the three-mile limit. 
Hundreds 
of 


British, French 
and Italian mer- 


chantmen have entered and left our 
ports since the beginning of the war. 
The arrival of a German cargo in any 
German ship, most of all in a sub- 
marine, is an event. It is only made 
possible by the skill of the Germans 
iii outwitting their enemies. 


Except under the stress of war, no 


experiment such as the Deutschland 
so brilliantly carried through would 
be 
worth 
while. 
Little 
was It 


thought, as the submarine was de- 
veloped, that it would be converted 
to the uses of commerce. 
But 
the 


Germans have demonstrated that it 
can be made to serve as a carrier of 
freight, in spite of the vigilance of 
hostile fleets. 
From necessity they 


may extend this use of the subma- 
rine much further, until we become 
accustomed to the sight of under- 
sea cargo carriers.

P«M, rooaja. nepts, windows ,or ven- 
tllator* you plan on using, ind It Is 
better to renllM this before building 
and change your plant rather than 
to be forced to make costly altera- 
tion* later on and probably even 
then be dissatisfied with the 
final 


result. 
Make capital of the experience of 


others In your business. U costs you 
little or nothing to find out what 
their experience ha* been and you 
would indeed be thort sighted If In 
•uch matter* you do not follow well 
established general principle* that 
have been proven by the costly ex- 
perience of those who have preced- 
ed you. Convenience, saving of la- 
bor, protection against vermin and 
the promotion of heaKh in the fowls, 
must all be considered if you would 
properly fit up your poultry house. 
Some of these details may appear to 
be small matters, but if you are not 
in a position to know yourself it is 
better to accept the Judgment of 
others. 
A good floor must be 
moisture 


and rat proof, 
free 
from 
cracks, 


easily cleaned, and be durable. Three 
kinds are commonly used: 
earth, 


wood or cement. Each type has its 
advantages but usually the question 
of cost determines which one ia to 
be used. 
lA 
properly 
constructed 


cement floor meets all the require- 
ments of a good floor and is used 
considerably in the better class of 
houses. When covered with several 
Inches of litter, as should be, it is 
not a cold floor as might be suppos- 
ed. Considering also that a cement 
floor is a permanent feature because 
ot its durability, it is really not ex- 
pensive. 
Where there is danger of 


dampness a few rows of tile 
are 


sometimes run through tne floor. A 
coating of hot tar over the finished 
surface, will it Is claimed, keep all 
moisture from coming through. 


A dirt floor is often used because 


of its cheapness and where it can be 
kept dry it has some advantages. Its 
nature makes it 
a 
good 
dusting 


place for the birds but at times it 
causes too much dust in the house 
for their comfort and welfare. 
In 
that case, oil such as is commonly 
used on roads, if added to the dirt 
a little at a time, will keep the dust 
down. 


An earth floor must be renewed to 


a depth of several inches, at least 
once or twice a year, for it will be- 
come contaminated with the drop- 
pings. 
Your dirt floor should 
be 


built up inside the house and where 
the land Is not well drained a one- 
foot fill-in is none too much. 


Board floors are considerably used 


in poultry houses and as a rule will 
be found satisfactory. 
If built with 


good lumber they are quite durable 
providing .they are not too close to 
the ground. 
With a floor a foot or 


more from the ground rats will not 
prove troublesome if there are op- 
enings that permit cats and small 
dogs to run underneath the,building. 
Sometimes double boardin gis used 
for the floor. 
In such cases it is 


well to place a layer of paper be- 
tween them. 


Since about half a fowl's time is 


spent on the roost, it is important 
that no mistakes be made in 
the 


roost's 
construction 
or 
location. 


There are various ways in 
which 


these can be arranged in a 
house 


but they must be located where there 
is no possibility of drafts and with 
a view to making the fowls comfort- 
able In all temperatures. The space 
along the rear wall is generally the 
first choice location, although in the 
deeper house, of 24 feet or 
more, 


they may be 
conveniently 
placed 


along the partition walls where the 
house is divided into pens. In this 
case let them extend from about the 
center of the house to the rear wall. 


A 2x3 or 2x4-inch scantling set 


on edge, with 
the 
upper 
corners 


slightly rounded, makes a good roost. 
From seven to ten inches of roost 
should be allowed for each fowl, de- 
pending on the breed. There should 
be no danger of overcrowding on the 
roosts. Do not place the roosts too 
rlose tgether or too near the wall. 
Fasten roosts in such a way that they 
can be easily removed of attach them 
to supports and' hinge these to the 
rear wall, so that the whole frame 
can swing up out of the way during 
the day. Six inches is about 
the 


right distance between roosts • -and 
droppings board. 


No poultry house is, complete, if.tt 


does not provide for the 
frequent 


and easy removal of droppings from 
under the roosts. Droppings boards 
or platforms have thus come 
into 


quite general use as they provide an 
easy means of keeping the houses in 
a better sanitary condition. 


Droppings boards should be made 


of smooth matched lumber and 
If 


the boards run the short 
way the 


droppings can be more easily remov- 
ed. -Their location naturally depends 
upon the roosts but an effort should 
be made to keep them far enough 
from the floor not to interfere with 
the free use of the space beneath. 


Nests.should be removable, when- 


ever possible, and they should be w> 
located that they do not take up val- 
uable floor space. 
Very often they 


are arranged under the front of the 
droppings boards, a good place when 
the boards are far enough above the 
floor not to shut out too much light 
underneath the platform. 
In such 


cases, the rear of the house would be 
too dark for scratching purposes. A 
compartment 12x14 inches makes a 
plenty large enough nest to accom- 
modate even the heavy breeds. 
A 


slanting top for the nests prevents 
their being used as a roosting place. 
Good convenient places for nests are 
found along side walls and any in- 
ner partitions,

dumping by foreign trade after the 
European war. The senate will have 
to consider several amendments in- 
corporated, regardless of Democratic 
leaders' opposition, before the 
bill 


passed the house yesterday. 
These 


would eliminate the proposed tax of 
$1 for each $1,000 of bank capital, 
surplus and undivided profits, 
re- 


duce the salaries of the five mem- 
bers of the tariff commission from 
110,000 to $7,500 annually and al- 
low $300,000 to the commission for 
the first year only, instead of ap- 
propriating that sum yearly for an 
indefinite 
period.

amendments adopted on recommen- 
dation of the ways and means com- 
mittee was one providing a special 
manufacturers tax of three cents on 
each 10,0(00 cigarettes oroduced. Re- 
publicans made a final unsuccessful 
effort in the house to have the 'bill 
recommitted with 
instructions 
to 


raise the needed revenue 
through 


higher tariff rates.
